It is the hope of the cote* 
mission that the work on the rail­ 
road can be pushed to the Mantatios 
Ka coal A< Id by tall. 
At the present 
the work is being held up while an 
emergency hill, asking for a two mil­ 
lion dollar appropriation. 
Is 
before 
congress. 


What the opening of this railroad 
will mean in the development of Al­ 
aska la merely a matter of conjecture, 
but the fact that a town of I GOO baa 
grown up at Anchorage, one of the 
terminals of the railroad, since the 
announcement of the route, Indicates 
that th** development of 
the 
north 
country will he great when the road 
Anally is completed. 
During the corning season 
it 
Is 
planned Lo construct about IGO miles. 
which will comprise 
a 
connecting 
line between the 
Alaska 
Northern 
railway, now owned by the govern­ 
ment, and the lines under construc­ 
tion. a branch line running from An­ 
chorage Into the 
Mantanuska 
coal 
field* and several miles of railroad 
running out of Fairbanks, the pro 
posed northern terminal of the lines. 
The construction of this railroad Is 
a tremendous engineering task 
At 
Broad Pass the lines will run through 
a stretch of twelve miles of almost 
solid rock, which will 
entail 
the 
building of numerous 
tunnels, 
the 
longest of which will he HOO feet. 
At Broad Pass also there will have to 
be constructed a ateel 
bridge 
1500 
feet in length and at Fairbanks sev­ 
eral smaller bridge* will be built. 
Under 
favorable 
conditions, 
by 
May I, 4000 men will be employed on 
the construction work, and more than 
a million dollars worth of m achinery, 
taken to Alaska from the Panama 
( anal zone, will be In operation. 
Although 22 miles of rail already 
h av e been laid between Mantanuska 
Bay and Anchorage, no attempt has 
been made to operate it. 
However, 
during the present winter the Alaa- 
kan commission hts been operating 
the Alaska Northern, which the gov­ 
ernment ha* taken over. for a dis­ 
tance of 34 miles 
out 
of 
Seward. 
Three trains a week have been run 
over the Hoc, and the operation baa 
been a financial success, sloes th* 
cost of maintenance la not Included 


In th** operating 
expenses.

the Alaska Northern railway can be 
operated to the full extent of It* 71 
miles, a large amount of repair work 
will have to be dune, and this will 
be undertaken during
